HUGE BOULDERS CARRIED BY 
WILD CREEK IN CALIFORNIA 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Aug. 18.—A veritable river of mud, 
boulders and ashes extending in width from a few hundred 
yards to half a mile and in some places from i4 to 20 feet deep, 
is flowing from the mouth of Mud Creek Canyon, eight miles 
above McCloud, Siskiyou County, on the slope of Mount Shasta, 
into the McCloud River, says a dispatch to the Sacramento Bee 
today. 

Boulders, some of them many tons in weight, are being 
earried toward the river in thick streams, tha like of which has 
never been seen before in the McCloud section, and whose ori- 
gin is a mystery, the dispatch adds. 

Old residents, students of Mount Shasta’s formation, 
‘‘blame’’ the phenomenon on a glacier, the only one on the Me- 
Cloud slope of Mount Shasta, which is situated near the peak of 
an extinct voleano and which has been exposed to the sun be- 
cause of the dearth of snow.
